This month John Kountz, T6EE, will be giving a presentation on 
the status of Afghanistan and the history of his experience. John 
regularly visited Afghanistan for over 20 years and has many 
interesting tales and great insight into Afghan culture. 


John Kountz, WO1S/6, T6EE, ex KE6GFF 
Licensed in 1994, his Tech License was a simple invitation to UHF contesting. Beginning in 1996 and continuing 
through 2012 he took First Place, Single Operator, Portable, High Power or Low Power, 432 MHz Orange Section 
in every ARRL VHF, UHF Sweepstake and QSO Party with a smattering of Division, Section and Call District 6 
First Places. And, in the 1999 June VHF Contest he was the #1 National QSO leader. Operating as W1AW/6, he 
provided a port for 70cm operators on FM and SSB to participate in the ARRL 100th Anniversary. In addition, he 
conducted a 70 cm FM and SSB nets from a portable station for over 12 years from a hilltop site DM13. He is also 
active on 23cm. 


In 2004, John was granted the first amateur radio license by any Government of Afghanistan and was instrumental 
in establishing the procedure now used to licensing foreign amateur radio operators there. Operating from Kabul 
in 2004, 2006 and 2007, completing over 12,000 contacts and earned a WAC Award. 


He is an ARRL and 10-10 Life Member, a member of the Downey Amateur Radio Club, a Volunteer Examiner and 
was Chief Radio Officer of the Laguna Beach Emergency Communication Team - RACES from 2002 to 

2017. John shares HF and UHF stations at QTHs in Laguna Beach CA (DM13cm) and Wickenburg AZ (DM340a) 
with his XYL, Arlene, KE6GFI.

South of Fiji and southwest of Tonga the two reefs are actually submerged 
atolls. The atolls were first discovered by the crew of the Rosalia which 
wrecked there in 1809.They were named in 1854 after the whaling ship Mi- 
nerva which wrecked on the reef in 1829 by the captain of the HMS Herald . 
The Herald surveyed the reefs and saw the wreck of the Australian whaler 
naming it thus. 


Geography 


There are two submerged atolls. Both are dormant volcanoes. The northern atoll 
is oval in shape with a 4.2 mile diameter. There is access to the center where 
there is a deep harbor. It is visited by diving tours who enjoy the clear undisturbed 
waters. The southern reef, in the shape of a figure 8, is actually two small circular 
atolls about 3.0 miles in diameter. One has a small entrance. All lay more than 
300 miles from any other land. 


Republic of Minerva 


A libertarian real estate mogul from the US attempted to establish a new country 
on the reefs in 1972. He formed a foundation which was well funded. They built a 
steel tower on the reef and declared the Republic of Minerva an independent en- 
tity on January 19, 1972. Tonga sent an expedition of 90 prisoners to build an ar- 
tificial island and press their claim on the region. Their claim was recognized by 
international organizations. A second attempt to form the republic was made in 
1982 however they were forced off the atoll by Tongan troops. Fiji also makes an- 
cestral claim to the region and Minerva is still in dispute. No further sculenicn at- 
tempts were made basically because Minerva was re- f aa eo el erry ee 
claimed by the sea. It sounds like the makings of a good die” ag : 
comedy! Joel Versus the Atoll! 


DXpeditions 


Only one DXpedition to Minerva was found on the internet. 
That was Don Miller’s trip. Don actually activated several 
new entities and developed techniques to handle pile ups 
that are still in use today. He also could send with one hand 
while writing with the other and he initiated the use of 5NN.

Minerva he found the reef totally submerged. You 
can imagine, given the toil to travel to the reef and 
the expense and time, the temptation to operate 
from the boat was too much to resist.

Toward the end of the DXpedition, when we simply 1966 ASIA-PACIFIC DXPEDITION 


ran out of new “countries” to activate, with what | 
knew about all of this and had been through, and 
considering the way the League was counting so 
many operations it knew were illegal, | simply gave 
in to temptation and engaged in the same mischief 
as the others, resulting in 7 operations that should 
not have been counted and eventually weren't be- 
cause they were illegitimate under the DXCC “rules.” 
6 of those were submerged reefs or isolated islands 
that could not be reached or landed on. By the way, 
we did actually sail to Minerva Reef and saw the 
submerged reef (and at least two sunken ships 
there), but it was never above water that we could 
see. That’s the closest | came to landing on those 
reefs.

Shades of Okino Torishima! 


From pictures on the web there are coral reef heads that seem to be jutting above the water. Maybe this 
could be a separate entity like Scarborough Reef.
